is not in contention for the nomination, 
hut the pressures on him to reconsider 
will be great as the convention deadline 
nears. 
At this stage, neither Sen. Charles 
Percy nor Ohio's Governor Rhodes are 
well enough known on the national 
scene to appear likely as contenders for 
the top position on the ticket, hut this 
can change in the months ahead, and 
Senator Percy does have one advantage 
at present over any of the top-running 
contenders— he has no established pow­ 
erful political enemies. 
Governor Reagan’s meteoric rise in 
California, tindimined by several months 
in office, makes him a growing force of 
as yet undetermined proportions. 
Although the eastern wing of the Re­ 
publican party apparently considers his 
nominaiton impossible. Newsweek maga­ 
zine estimates that, “ Reagan, merely by 
making himself slightly available, could 
pick up as many as 300 delegates, al­ 
most entirely at Nixon’s expense.** 
As 
California's favorite son, he is assured 
of another 80. 


The fascinating business of American 
politics is getting into full swing once 
again. 
As Newsweek observes, “For Re­ 
publicans. 1908 is not just a presidential 
year, it is the big year—the year they 
expect to elect a president.” 
Every effort will be made to pick a 
winning combination with a positive ap­ 
proach to the nation's issues and prob­ 
lems and with less emphasis on philo­ 
sophical dogma. 
The names of the presidential candi­ 
date and his running mate will probably 
not be known until Ihe final count is on 
the last of many roll-call votes. 


A Revolution 


Election day 1968 is beginning to 
cast its shadow across the political land­ 
scape. 
Unless he chooses not to run for 
some presently unforeseen reason. Presi­ 
dent Johnson will be the Democratic 
standard bearer. 
Granting that it will not be easy, Re­ 
publican 
strategists 
generally believe 
President Johnson can be defeated in 
1968. and because of this the Republican 
presidential nomination promises to be 
a hotly pursued political plum. 
Opinion polls taken just before con­ 
vention time will strongly influence the 
final choice. 


At the present moment, Richard M. 
Nixon is front-runner for the nomina­ 
tion. 
This is the opinion of Republican 
leaders in all 50 states polled in a recent 
U.S. News & World report telephone su r­ 
vey. 
George Romney is considered the 
most likely second choice. 
According to U.S. News, “ Many top 
party people expect the Republican na­ 
tional convention to turn into a head-on 
struggle between the forces of Nixon and 
those of Romney. 
If neither of these 
men gets a majority of the 1333 dele­ 
gates, the final choice could come from 
among half a dozen others, including 
‘favorite son* candidates.** 


Among these will be Governor Rock­ 
efeller of New York, Senator Charles 
Percy, the new senator from Illinois, 
Ronald Reagan, governor of California, 
now the nation’s most populous state, 
and James Rhodes, governor of Ohio, 
who has proven his campaigning ability 
by impressive election victories in his 
own state. 
It is generally felt if Nixon Is to win 
the nomination lie must do so in the 
early stages of the convention. Although 
most Republicans consider him the most 
qualified, he carries with him the burden 
of having lost the presidential race in 
1960 and the governorship of California 
in 1962. 
According to the U.S. News survey, 
Nixon is the betting, choice of party of­ 
ficials in 25 states with 610 convention 
votes, but his commanding lead could 
quickly melt away if repeated balloting 
should give time for doubt of his winning 
ability 
to develop among delegates on 
the convention floor. 
If 
this 
should 
happen, 
Governor 
Romney is now expected to be next in 
line. 
Ilis campaign organization will be 
devoted to establishing him as a national 
figure of decisive character with tlie 
force to carry a national election. 
But. some feel he is starting too early 
and so far there has not been the kind 
of enthusiasm toward Governor Romney 
that will be needed. 


For the time being. Governor Rom- 
ney has the whole-hearted support of 
Governor Rockefeller, whose vast per­ 
sonal resources and contacts combined 
with his experience as governor of New 
York, make him one of the most knowl­ 
edgeable and influential figures on the 
Republican political scene. 
He has stated unequivocally that lie

The revolution to whose service these 
men pledged their lives, their fortunes, 
and their sacred honor did not begin 
in 1776. 
No one can say when it began, but 
men by the hundreds had lived and died 
for it long before the authors of the 
Declaration gave it fresh momentum.

In Race for Chief

The race is on. The wheeling and dealing has 
started. At stake is the top job in Pottstown's police 
departm ent. 
At this stage of the race there are seven men 
in the running. But in the backstretch there's an 


Four will be scratched before the first furlong. 
Most borough officials had no idea that the 
present chief, Milton D. Hooper, was looking for 
greener pastures, so his resignation caught them by 
surprise. 
Hooper was selected after a nationwide search 
and tests conducted by McCann associates; the firm 
which handles local civil service tests. 


HARD LOOK AT LOCAL MEN 
The sentiment this time around is to take a 
good hard look at the local men first and to choose 
Hooper’s successor from among them. 
“Why spend close to $5000 to pick a man who'll 
only stay a couple of years?”, an official asked. 
“Most professional police administrators would 
only use Pottstown as a stepping stone. We can’t 
afford to be a training ground for larger cities. 
“Hooper set up a good program of schooling 
here and we should be able to benefit from it. 
Surely we have com petent men in the departm ent 
who could run it. 
“At least we should give them the first crack 
at the job. If it does turn out that none is qualified 
then we could look elsewhere.” 
A nother official agrees. 
“We m ust stay in 
town,” he said, “or the morale of the men would 
suffer. A fter all, we don’t have a big crim e rate 
here and we don’t have the crime problems that 
some towns have. We’re fairly closeknit, too, and 
we’d like to see one of our own get ahead.” 
Several other borough officials lean toward the 
“in town” selection. 


NATIONAL SEARCH 
One, however, wants to use the same system 
used when Hooper was selected. 
“We need an administrator w h o knows all 
phases of police work,” he said. 
But an “in tow n” advocate said, “We need a 
police chief, not an administrator. We need some­ 
one who gets along with the men, knows the town 
and its problems. We have that here.” 
Of the seven men now in the running, it may 
boil down to youth and schooling pitted against age 
and experience; although the younger candidates, 
for the most part, have years of experience, too. 
There’s been talk of a “number one boy” who 
is seen as a handpicked successor to Hooper. 
Who handpicked him isn’t clear, but the major­ 
ity of politicians seem to be shying away from any 
preordained selection. 
“We haven’t made a choice but we will make 
it and not anyone else,” said a local leader. 


A BRIGHT METEOR 
A nother person frequently mentioned has ex­ 
perience and a long police background. But he also 
has critics and, although his star is now burning 
brightly, it could burn out rapidly unless he mus­ 
ters continuing support. 
The third man in the race has experience, 
schooling and leadership qualities. But there’s some 
rumbling in the background against him. 
The other four candidates are in the “iffy” 
state. They’re m entioned among certain groups but 
seem to lack the general support needed. 


COUNCIL'S CHOICE 
The final selection will be made by borough 
council. 
Some people believe the mayor makes the ap­ 
pointm ent, but under borough law council selects 
the chief. 
It also selects the method. The mayor can as­ 
sign duties of the chief and other members of the 
department. But naming the chief is strictly coun­ 
cil’s job. 
Before making a choice council probably will 
conduct interviews with all the local candidates. 
They’ll be asked to state their aims, experience and 
qualifications. Their backgrounds will be checked. 
One of the seven probably will be chosen. 
But there’s an eighth man. Now he’s running 
far behind as a dark horse. But if he puts on a burst 
of speed he could end up in the winner’s circle. 
Dark horses have won races.
